The speaker was 66. He was 


born near Cedar Hill, Robertson- 
co, Tennessee, a f-rming commun- 
ity. A graduate of Vanderbllt uni- 
versity law school he entered poll- 
tics as a yoing man, serving in 
the state legislature and senate. He 
was ejected to the house in 1908 
and had been a member continu- 
ously since then. His 14-term rec- 
ord was surpassed only by one 
member, Rep. Adolph Sabath, D., 
111., elected in 1906. 


Byrns was elected speaker of 


th.i 74th congress after a bitter 
fight over a successor to Speaker 
Henry T. Rainey. He had been ma- 
jority leader under Rainey during 
the crucial 
st two years of the 


Roosevelt administration and pre- 
viously chairman of the important 
appropriations committee. 


His chief opponent in the speak- 


ership race was Rep. Samuel Ray- 
burn, D., Tex. 
Byrns, an adroit 


politician, virtually clinched 
the 


election a few weeks before the 
new congress convened in January, 
1935, when the Pennsylvania Dem- 
ocratic delegation swung behind 
him, starting a bandwagon move- 
ment. 


Byrns last appearance on the 


floor of the house was two weeks 
ago when he left the speakers dias 
to help C:feat the anti-administra- 
tion Frazier-Lemke farm mort- 
gage inflation bill. He read to a 
cheering house a letter from Presi- 
dent "William Green of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor opposing 
the measure. 


Friends recently had remarked 


on how well Byrns 
looked. His 


stride was that of a young man. 
He worked industriously on legis- 
lative problems. At his press con- 
ference yesterday he chatted gayly 
and laughed at suggestions that 
congress might adjourn this week. 


Word of his death shocked offi- 


cial Washington. Members of all 
parties paid tribute to him. The 
news was kept away from the 
president who had retired early.

lationship between business and 
agriculture are indicated by the 
report of 245 large corporations of 
42 per cent larger profits for the 
first quarter of 1936 and the in- 
crease of 12 per cent in the income 
from sales by Ohio farmers for the 
same three months. The increases 
in both cases are in comparison 
with the first quarter of 1935. 


Another 
indicator of 
better 


financial conditions in both cities 
and country is the record of one 
of the large mail order and retail 
stores which shows that sales in 
the period from April 24 to May 
21, 1936, were 28.8 per cent larger 
than for that period last year. The 
sales made by the company in the 
period this year have been exceed- 
ed only three times in the com- 
pany's history.

The 
larger 
income of 
Ohio 


farmers in the first quarter this 
year has been due to a greater 
volume of sales. Farm prices have 
not changed much since one year 
ago. Increased sa!es have been 
possible because the 
income of 


consumers, exclusive of farmers, 
has increased 10 per cent since 
last year at this time. People have 
been buying more food products 
than they bought one year ago. 


The prices of food to consumers 


are just about the same as they 
were one year ago, so the 10 per 
cent increase in income of people 
In all activities except farming ia 
really increased purchasing power 
and is not absorbed by higher 
prices for food. Factory payrolls 
in March, 1936, were more than 
twice the total of the same pay- 
rolls in March, 1933, but were a

The 
winter wheat crop for the United 
States is expected to be larger 
than that of last year. Probably 
less than one-half as much rye 
will be produced in Ohio in 1936 as 
was harvested in 1935.

Eruptions 
Now 
Forecast 


Accurately Two Years 


in Advance 


HONOLULU, June 4.—(UP) — 


The science of predicting vol- 
canic eruptions has become so 
accurate, that Dr. Thomas A. 
Jagger, Jr., volcanologist with the 
United 
States park service in 


Hawaii, has been called to the 
We*t Indies to ascertain when the 
next eruption may take place on 
the island of Montserrat. 


The trip, investigation and pre- 


diction is being made at the re- 
quest of the Royal Society of 
London. Dr. Jagger expects to 
complete his work by later sum- 
mer. 


For more than a year earth 


tremors have alarmed the people 
of Montserrat and the Royal So- 
ciety of London sent Dr. Jaggar 
to survey the scene and to rccom- 
rrend any precautions that 'night 
he taken for the safety of the 
population. It happened that the 
invitation came at an opportune- 
time, for Dr. Jaggar declares he 
is certain the volcanoes of the 
Hawaiian group will remain quiet 
for the next two years. His quali- 
fications for making such a state- 
ment are attested by his previous 
uncanny accuracy In forecasting 
eruptions. 


Mauna Loa Sleeping 


Hawaii's latest display of vol- 


canic activity started Nov. 21, 
1935. and encwd March 15 of this 
year. 
During the period, lava 


flowed from the side of Mauna 
Loa in the national park until 
early in January, after which the 
activities consisted of smoke pour- 
ing from the mountain's crater. 


Almost two years earlier, Dr. 


Jaggar had predicted this erup- 
tion. Not only did he fix the time,

but he set the point where the 
lava would burst from the side of 
the mountain and the direction 
it would take. As activity started 
and continued, it bore out the 
truth of the scientist's prediction 
in full detail. 


The latest volcanic disturbance 


also testified the volcanologist's 
far-sightedness. 
On March 28, 


1934. he «tat«d In » public 
drew that when activity ctarted 
and lava began to rumble and 
tumble down th« mountainaide "our 
aviator* and bombers will rejoice 
at the opportunity to show their 
prowess." 


At that time, nobody knew what 


the scientist had in mind. 
Yet, 


when lava threatened to dam up 
the water supply 30 miles from 
the city of Hilo, Dr. Jaggar aug- 
gested to the U. S. army in Hawaii 
that planes be sent to drop bombs 
upon the lava, thus diverting it to 
a section where it could do no 
damage. 


Lava Flowed 3 Day* 


His suggestion was carried out. 


Tons of high explosives were 
dropped on the river of lava near 
its source. Three days later the 
lava ceased to flow. It was the 
first time a volcano had been 
made a bombing objective. 


It was only because of the faith 


which Dr. Jaggar has In his own 
science and predictions that he 
accepted the invitation of 
the 


Royal Society to leave his post 
and undertake the Montserrat In- 
vestigation. 


"Since I am sure the volcanoes 


in Hawaii National Park will be 
inactive for the next year of two. 
I feel it is safe to leave my post 
long enough to accept the invita- 
tion to study the problem of the 
West Indies," he said. 


The scientist bases his predic- 


tions upon the duration of past 
flows, the intervals between flows 
during the past century and a 
mathematical table showing 
an 


11-year cycle between major erup- 
tions.
